Taking, as a point of departure, the 
Imperial edict appointing Earl Li Hung 
Chang and Prince Chlng plenipotentiar- 
ies to arrange a settlement, and the 
edict of Sept. 25, whereby certain high 
officials were designated for

ment, this government has moved, in 
concert with the other powers, toward 
the opening of negotiations, which Mr. 
Conger, assisted by Mr.' Rockhill, has 
been authorized to conduct on behalf 
of the United.Sta.tes. 


General bases of negotiation formu- 
lated by the government cf the French 
republic have been accepted with cer- 
tain reservations as to details, made 
necessary by our own circumstances, 
but, like similar reservations by other 
powers, open to discussion in the prog- 
ress of the negotiations.

I am disposed to think that 
due compensation may be made in part 
by increased guarantees of security for

and immunities, and,

MORE THAN TWENTY KILLED. 


A 
Terrible 
Wreck 
on 
the 
Mexican 


Ccntrnl. 


San Antonio, Texas, Dec. 3.—Edward 


Rische of this city has just arrived 
with details of a terrible wreck of 
two trains on the Mexican 
Central 


railway last Thursday,' by which more 
than a score of persons were killed 
and sixty injured, many of them fa- 
tally. .Both, trains were running at 
thirty miles an hour when they met 
in a valley between two great hills 
fifty miles south of. .Tumilico, midway 
between the towns of Tamanacha and 
Symon. One train carried a construc- 
tion crew of 150 men and the 
other 


was a freight made up of fifty-five 
empty cars. Three engines and forty 
cars were piled up in a mass of debris 
thirty feet high, in which the dead and 
wounded were buried. Two 'of the 
train employes are Americans, 
and 


they saved their lives by Immediate 
flight, as in Mexico employes of a 
train must suffer death if fatalities at- 
tach to the train wreck. 
The sur- 


vivors attempted to lynch the Ameri- 
cans, but they escaped over the hill 
and are supposed 
to have 
reached 


United States territory, where they are 
safe.

With the exception of the counties 


in which are located cities of 25,000 
population or upwards, the census re- 
turns of the population o£ Wisconsin 
counties issued on Saturday, shows 
that the most substantial increases 
in population in the state during the 
past ten years were in the northern 
counties. 


It is notable, however, that several 


of the -southern counties made pro- 
portionally substantial gains and par- 
ticipated largely in the increase in the 
aggregate 'population of the state dur- 
ing the ten years' period, of approxi- 
mately 400,000. 


Southern Counties. Growing. 


Milwaukee county shows an 
in- 


crease of about 10,000 in population, 
whereas Dodge county, which is al- 
most exclusively an agricultural coun- 
ty, increased only about two thousand.' 
The increase in Fond du Lac county 
was -about 3,500, whereas Winnebago 
county with Oshkosh as its chief city,' 
.increased only 1,200. 
It appears that 


the increase in Racine county was 
almost wholly in Racine city, the to- 
tal increase for the county being a 
little'more than a,000. 


Very small increases are shown in 


some of the southern . counties, ' La- 
fayette, for example, increasing only 
700, while Green county is the only 
one in the state that shows a decline 
in population, the figures for that 
county being 22,719, or thirteen less 
than the record showed in 1890. 


Douglas Shows Large Gain. 


Sheboygan county shows 
an in- 


crease of about 8,000, whereas La- 
Crosse county, notwithstanding 
the 


gain made by its chief city, shows an 
aggregate increase of 
only 
about 


4,000. 
Of the northern counties the 


largest gain is shown in 
Douglas, 


where Superior City made such rapid 
strides, and the total increase for the 
county is about 23,000. 


Two: new counties are given this 


year for the first time, Iron, with a 
population of 6,616, and Vilas, with 
4,929. 
Of the larger counties Ash- 


land shows the smallest proportionate 
gain, her increase being about 7,000, 
and Barrom about 4,000. 
An increase 


of 13,000 is made by Marathon and 10,- 
000 by Marinette county.

county also shows up. with a gain of 
6,000, Taylor county with a gain of 
about 5,000, -and Brown with a gain of

To Tuunal Great Sea* 


Washington, Dec. 3.—The state de- 


partment has received a report con- 
vey further information as to the pro- 
posed tunnel from Europe to Airica 
under the strait o£ Gibraltar, from 
George H. Murphy, consular clerk at 
Magdeburg, Germany. The proposed 
length of the tunnel is 
twenty-five 


miles, twenty miles of this under the 
sea. Railway connection in Europe is 
planned, by means ,o£ a line following 
the Spanish coast and passing through 
Tarifa and Algeciras into France. In 
VIorocco a line would be constructed 
from Tangier, connecting with the rail- 
way system at Tiemcen. The entire 
cost of the tunnel alone is approxi- 
mated at over 523,000,000, and of the 
entire connecting line between Spain 
and Algiers at about $43,500,000. 


Earthquake Ralaes Island Four Feet. 
'Victoria, B. C., Dec. 3.—Advices from 


Sydney say severe earthquake shocks 
at Herbertshone, in the South Pacific, 
resulted in much loss of life and clam- 
age to property. Thirty-two shocks 
were feit and an apparently extinct 
volcano became active. The water re- 
ceded from the bay, leaving boats and 
myriads of fish on the beach. The na- 
tives rushed to gather the fish and 
many were drowned by the returning 
waters. Sulphur flames and ashes filled 
the air and the heat was intense. The 
island is believed to have raised four 
feet.

It is perfectly natural for labor to or- 
ganize, for mutual 
improvement and 


encouragement, and when these are 
the objects the organization is help- 
ful and commendable. Men engaged 
in the same line of work have many 
things in common, and a free dis- 
cussion of mutual interests is always 
helpful, if intelligence, and hot prej- 
udice, governs 
the 
discussion. A 


convention of bankers is not a lab- 
or 'union and yet these men 
have 


common interests, that are benefited 
by comparing methods and working 
together along certain lines. • 


Manufacturers, 
merchants, farm- 


ers, newspapers, In fact, almost ev- 
ery industry finds it helpful to organ- 
ize and meet occasionally in friendly 
discussion. 
• 


Labor organizations are somewhat 


different in character, because more 
thoroughly organized. Their 
officers 


are elected for a stated term, mem- 
bers pay assessments or dues, and 
regular 
meeting 
places 
or lodge 


rooms are provided. These features 
are not 'Objectionable and frequently 
result in good to the cause of labor. 


There are however, other features 


of organized labor, that are harmful, 
and not unfrequently cause 
suffen- 


ing and distress., as well as gross in- 
justice. 


The tendency of organized labor in 


many departments is to. regard cap- 
ital as an enemy, rather than as the 


trlenfl thst labor h,as, This.spir- 


is certainly open to criticism. But the, 
man or the organization of men wh'o' 
play the part of the dog. in the man- 
ger,and will neither work nor permit 
others to work, should be transport- 
ed. This land of freedom becomes a 
land of bondage under such condi- 
tions, and a blight to Christian civ- 
ilization. 


The redeeming feature of the dem- 


ocratic party- is that it .is elastic and 
never disheartened'. There are many 
localities where the party was never 


own to win a victory, yet- their or- 


ganization is always maintained. The 
party finds comfort in the late No- 
vember defeat 'by citing the fact .that 
7,000,000 votes were cast for the.

time a specific and final form of gov- 
ernment for the territory actually held 
by the United States forces and in 
which as long as insurrection contin- 
ues the military arm must necessarily 
be supreme. I stated my puipcse, un- 
til the congress shall r,a^7c rr.aae known 
the Jormal expression oE its will, to use 
the authority vested in me by the con- 
stitution and the statutes to uphold the 
sovereignty of the 
United 
States in 
those distant islands as in all 
other 


places where our flag rightfully floats, 
placing, to that end, at the disposal of 
the army 
and navy all the 
means 


which the liberality of the

and the people have providsd. No con- 
trary expression of the will of the con- 
gress having been made, I have stead- 
fastly pursued the purpose so declared,

On thn Gth of November 
a general election was held in the isl- 
and for members of the legislature, and 
the body elected has been called to con- 
vene or. the first Monday of December. 


I recommend that legislation be en- 


acted by the congress conferring upon 
the secretary of the interior supervis- 
ion over the public lands in 
Porto 


Rico, and that he be directed to ascer- 
tain the location and quantity of lands 
the title to which remained in the 
crown of Spain at the date of cession 
of Porto Rico to the United States, and 
that appropriations necessary for sur- 
veys bo made, and that the methods 
of the disposition of such lands be p'rc- 
scribed by IH.W.

Surveys have shown 
the entire feasibility of a chain of ca- 
bles which at each stopping place shall 
touch on American territory, so that

Accumulated in the U. S. Treas- 


ury and Its Branches. 


"Washington, Dec. 3—The 
largest 


stock of gold 
coin and bullion ever 


held in the United States is row ac- 
cumulated .in the treasury and its 
•branches. The total 'has been rising 
steadily during the whole of the pres- 
ent year, and is now 5474,108,336, or 
about $75,000,000 greater than at the 
close of 1899. 
. The gold is not all the direct prop- 
erty of the United 'States but is held 
against outstanding gold certificates. 
The amount of these, less the amount 
in the treasury 
and 
it's branches, 


was $230,755,809 Wednesday. All the 
remaining gold, amounting to about 
$243,000,000 belongs to , the treasury 
as a part'' of the reserve 
fund of 


$150,000,000. 


. The influx of gold into the treas- 
ury comes partly from the new gold 
from the Klondike and other mines, 
but its retention is due to the press- 
ure for currency, 
which leads to 


the acceptance 
of gold certificates 


and other paper money in preference 
to coin. The treasury recently has 
been shipping small notes in large 
quantities to New Orleans and other 
points upon deposits ~ol__ gold in the 
New. York sub-treasury ~by the New 
York reserve agents of the Southern 
banks. 


The fact that $474,108,336 Is thus 


accumulated 
in a sense 
under a 


single authority enables an estimate 
to be made of some of the other vis- 
ible gold resources 
of the country.

holdings on Sept. 6 of about $312,000,- 
000 of which 
amount 
$115,018,140 


was m the gold certificates issued 
by the treasury. 


The remainder, about $197,000,000, 


if added to the visible gold in the

This is more than 
the entire estimated stock of gold in
